THE EDUCATION BILL, 


The Provisions of the Bil a« it Passed the 
senate. 


WASHINGTON, March 5.—The education bill 
as it passed the senato provides that for eight 
years after.its-passage there shall be annually 
appropriated fram the treasury the following 
sums. in aid of the tommon school education 
in the states and territories, and the district of 
Columbia and Alaska: The first year $7,000,- 
000, the second year $10,000,000, the third year 
$15,000,000, the fourth year $15,000,000, the 
fifth year $11,000,000, the sixth year $9,000,000, 
the seventh year $7,000,000, and the eighth 
year 25,000 000, making $77,000,000, besides 
which there is a special appropriation of 
$2,000,000, to aid in the erection of school 
houses in sparsely settled districts, making the 
total fund $79,000,000.. The money is given to 
the several states and territories, in that pro- 
portion which the whole number of persons in 
ach who, being of the age of ten years and 
over, cannot write, bears to the whole number 
of such persons inthe United States, accord- 
ingto the census of 1880, until the censts 
figures of 18% shall be obtained, and then 
according to the latter figure. In states hav- 
ing separate schools, for white and colored 
children, the money shall be paid out in sup- 
port of such white and colored schools, 
respectively in the proportion that the white 
and colored children between ten and twenty- 
one years old in such state bear to each other 
by the census. No state is to receive the ben- 
efit of the act’ until _ its governor shall file 
to the secretary of the interior a statement 
giving full statictics of the school system, the 
attendanceof white and colored childred and 
the amount of money expended, cte., 
the numbcrofschools in operation, the num- 
ber ‘and compensation of teachers, etc. No 
state or territory shall receive in any year 
from the fund more money than it has paid 


ee 


out the previous year from its 
Own revenues for common schools. 
If any state or territory declines 
to take its share of the national fund, such 


share is to be distributed among the states ac- 
cepting the benefits of the fund. If any state 
or territory misapplies the fund,:or fails to 
comply with the conditions, it loses all subse- 
quent apportionments. Samples of all school 
books in use in. the common schools of the 
state and territories shall be filed with the 
secretary of the interior. Any state or terri- 
tory accepting the provisions of the act at the 
tirst session of its legislature after the passage 


of this act shall receive it pro rata share of 
all previous annual appropriations. Congress 
reserves the right to alter or repeal the act. 


The bill now goes tothe house of representa- 
tives for concurrence.

REAGAN'S NEW BILL. 


The Committee Passes Favorably Upon 
it. 
WASHINGTON, March 5.—The house com- 


mittee on commerce today agreed to report fa- 
vorably, with amendments, the Reagan inter- 
state commerce bill. The detailed vote on the 
bill was: 


Yeas— Keagan, Cardy. Crisp, Caldwell, O'Ferrall, 
Tarsney, Bynum, Weaver of Nebraska and Mor- 
row, 

Nay (Neill. Venn. Davis, Dunham and John- 


Son). 

The original bill-was amended in the follow- 
ing particulars: The district of Coldmbia is 
included with the states and territories. To 
the third section, prohibiting pooling, is added 
a clause making it a separate offense for every 
day the pooling arrangement continues. Sec- 
tion seven, which fixed -the penalty for 
breaches of the act at three times the amount 
of the damage, is changed so as to impose fall 
damages, with the addition of attorneys’ fees. 
Section eight, providing that a fine of 51,090 


shall be imposed upon railroad officials 
violating the act, is changed so as .to 
make the fine $2,000. A new paragraph is in- 


serted, at the instance of Representative Wea- 
ver, (intended to fit the case of the Grand 
Trunk railroad,( as follows: 

Any company receiving freight in the United 
States for shipment through foreign countries, the 
ultimate destination of which is some place in the 
United States, shall keep posted in a conspicuous 
place, at the points of shipment, a schedule giving 
the through rates to points in the United States be- 
yond the foreign territory. Failure to do so shall 
subject the ey eed to the penaity fixed in the bill, 
and any other shipment into a foreign country and 
reshipments into the United States, through rates 
on which have not been published as required, by 
the actshall, on reaching the United States, be sub- 
jected to customs duties as if it were a foreign pro- 
duction.

OCEAN MAIL CONTRACTS 


Secretary Lamar Renders His Opinion in Sev - 
eral Mooted Points. 

WaAasHINGTON, March 5.—In the matter of 

the monthly payments of the Union and Cen- 


tral Pacific Railroad companies’ to the 
Pacific Mail Steamship company, Secretary 
Lamar has submitted to the 
secretary of the treasury the 


opinion of the interior department, as prepared 
by Assistant Secretary Jenks, with reference 
to the proper action to be had by the govern- 
ment on the contracts now in force between 
the railroad companies and the steamship 


companye It is held that the sum of 
$4,040,469 paid out of the treasury of the 
companies to the. steamship company is 


not lawfully chargeable against the percentage 
to be paid to the gevernment; nor should it be 
deducted from the amount received before the 
gross receipts were made up, nor from the net 
receipts on which the percentage should be 
paid, The secretary recommended that: legal 
action be taken to secure the payment by the 
railroad companies of the sum of $852,390 
owing the government on the above accounts. 


"THE STRIKERS WIN. _ 


A GENERAL TIE-UP IN 
CITY. 


NEW YORK 


Ali the Street Cars Driven Into the Stabies, and the 
Tracks Left Clear- The Consultation with the 
Presidents of the Roads—The Points Sur- 
rendered—The Details—Etc., Etc. 


NEw York, March 5.—Thé grand { “tie-up” 
of all the surface lines of the city, ordered by 
the executive board of the Empire Protective 
associations, took pace this morning. At 4:02 
o’clock the first car fur the day on the Sixth 
avenue road should have left the depot at 43d 
street. ‘The car did not do so, and as the night 
men arrived with their cars, they ran them in- 
to the stables. The men stood around quietly, 
laughed and chatted in the best of humor, and 
did not attempt to resort to any vivience. The 
last car left the Broadway railroad depot at 
3:50 o'clock. The next one to arrive entered 
the depot and did not come out again, he 
mien were very quiet. They did not intend to 
tie up until 4:50, a. m., but as the agents from 
the Empire Protective associations arrivedand 
ordered the men to leave, they did so on the 


instant. They assembled in orderly groups. 
and prepared to march to thei: hall 
ou West od strect, where 


they will remain during the day. When car 
No, 204, of the Third avenue line, reached the 
depot, at Sixty-fifth street, at 4:20 o’clock, the 
driver turned from the main track into the 
stables, and unhitehed his horses. Every car 
that arrived subsequently did the same. There 
was not the slightest excitement or noise. At 
1:15 o’clock there were only fifteen men about 
the depot. They all belonged to the night 
force, for the day men simplified matters bv 
not reporting for duty. 
NOTIFIED OF THE STRIKE, 

resident Lamb, of the company, was imme- 
diately notified, but he decided not to do any- 
thing until he called the directors together 
during the day, when it will be decided whether 
it will be worth while to make an effort to run 


the cars. A few policemen were sent over 
from the Fifty-ninth street station, but 
their services were not needed fo: 


It was said at the po- 
lice headquarters that the presidents of the 
car companies were holding a meeting this 
morning, and that it was the general opinion 
that they will advise Richardson and the direc- 
torsof the Dry Dock, East Broadway and Bat- 
tery railroad company,.to accede tv the de- 
mands of the men. 

THE TIE 

Chairman O'Donnell, of the 
mittee, was in Brooklyn. 

The local committee here, it was said, will 
not order the “tie-up” to be loosened until 
they hear frem O'Donnell that the demands 
ofthe men on Richardson’s Brooklyn roads 
have also been granted. At 4:30 a. m., the cars 
in Brooklyn were all running on schedule 
t'me except the Atlantic avenue line, which 
went out on Wednesday. There was no 
trouble at anyplace in the city, the strikers 
having dispersed, At 5:30 everv line in the 
eity had tied up, 

THE WORST SINCE THE EPIZOoTIC., 

At half-past ten no disturbance had been re- 
ported to the police in New York city. Nota 
car is running, and the town appears as if 
dead, Nothing like it has been witnessed 
since the worst days of epizootic, a dozen years 
ayo. In Brooklyn the seven roads operated 
by the Atlantic Avenue railroad company tied- 
up, but no violence was reported. The New 
York police are thoroughly organized, anid 
contident of its ability to repress promptly any 
disposition to riot or disorder. Every man 
able to put on auniform and carry a club wa 
ordered on duty during the night, and fifteen 
hundred men can today be concentrated at a 
moment's notice atany point where trouble 
nviy threaten. The headquarters looks like 
an enormous bivioue of uniformed men, held 
in rerndiness to answer calls from any «quarter. 
Squads of 15 or 20 policemen were dispatched 
early to guard all the railroad depots and. sta- 
bles. Mounted men patrol Grand street and 
the route of the Dry Dock road from end to 
end, to keep the route clear in the event of an 
attempt being made to runa car over the road, 
as yesterday, to save the company's charter. 
Superintendent Murray determined to suppres- 
a repetition of vesterday’s scenes. No trouble, 
however, is apprehended. The strikers pre- 
serve an attitude of quiet determination, 
awaiting the result ofthe conference now being 
held between the executive committee of the 
Empire association and the railroad commis- 
sioner, O'Dennell, who arrived from Albany 
this morning, in answer to a dispatch demand- 
ing his presence. It will be followed by a 
mecting between the commissioner and the 
representatives of the railroads that will de- 
cide the line of future action, 

A COMPROMISE OFFERED, 

Railroad Commissioncr (Donnell. after his 
consuitation with the executive committee of 
the Fmpire association. took a cab and went 
over to Brooklyn, where he met President 
Richardson, at the ottice of the Atiantic ave- 
nue line, together with the directors. A propo- 
sition was submitted tothe commissioner, con- 
tained in the following resolution, and directed 
to Joseph O'Connell, chairman of the execn- 
tive committee of the Empire Mutual lProtec- 
tive association: 

Kesolyed, That the 
Brooklyn, will agree to pay the men at the rate of 
$2 per day for twelve hours as a day's work, for 
conductors and drivers, including halfan hour al- 
lowed for dinner, and after our cars are rmining to 
siLmit all questions of difference between the em 
ployers and the employes to Commissioner O’Don- 
nel tis agreed thatthe Dry Dock, East Broad 
way and Avenue B lines of New York, be included 
inthe same agreement as the Atlantic roads in 
Brooklyn. 

(in receiving this document, Commissioner 
O'Donnell at once returned to New York, and 
went to the central Labor Union hall, on east 
Kighth street, where the executive committee 
was in session. He submitted the proposition 
to them, and it was accepted promptiyv. Dele- 
gates from the different roads were starte: at 
once to notify the men to be ready to start the 
earsat2p.m. Down stairs, ina large hall, 
the strikers were in session. The terms of 
agreement were announced amid a breathless 
hush inthe room. When finished there was a 
deep breath of relief. One man threw his hat 
up, and a yell broke out which shook the 
building. The meeting broke up,and “the 
men started for work. 

Joseph O'Donnell, of the strikers’ commit- 
mittee, said to a reporter: 

“All the surface roads will start at 2 p.m. 
The proposition from lichardson was accepted. 
Commissioner ©’ Donnell will be the arbitrator 
and we approve the choice. It is a great vic- 
tory for us.”

These contained the official notification that 
the strike was ended, and the men were to 
resume work. The order was signed by the 
executive committee chairman: The stable 
doors were unbarred and thrown open. The 
crowd understood the meaning of these move- 
ments, and cheered lustily. A car rolled 
out of the depot, and was soon 
adorned with new brooms and _ flags 
and was filled with friends of the strikers. 
Nobody thought of paying fare, and nobody 
thought of collecting it. All the way from the 
stable dcor down tothe postoice there was one

THE TEXAN COMES OUT WITH A 
CLEAN HAND. 


The Crime with Which He Stood Charged—Answer- 
ing the Advertisement for the Sale of Bogus 
Money-—The Encounter in the Dark 
Room—The End of the Tragady. 


New York, March 5.—J. T. Holland, the 
Texan. on trial fer-the murder of Tom Davis. 
was acquitted today.- 

Davis and his brother conducted a bogus 
money concern in New York city, ensnaring 
country people into their den, when the panel 
game was played. Holland answered in per- 
sop. and as he sawthe ten thousand dollars 
put into a valise for which he paid five hun- 
dred. he reached overto getit. A hand from 
the panel grasped the valise. A fight ensued, 
when a voice from the inside said ‘shoot him.” 
Holland reached his pistol first, killing Davis. 
Rushing down to the street he was arrested, 
and his trial has just concluded. 

rE STATEMENT OF THE PRISONER. 

A strong delegation of Texans was in the 
court to hear the conclusion of the trial. 

On the stand Holland testified as to his con- 
nection with the purchase of the counterfeit 


mwoney and the killing of Davis, as follows:

EXPOSED BY DEATH. 


A Girl Jilts Two Men, Which Leads to a Bru -\ 
tal Prive Fight. 
FAYETVEVILLE, West Va., March 5.—(ne of 
the most brutal prize fights that ever teok 
place in this state was fought two days ago in 
a barn, near town, and became known only 
through the death of one of the contestants 
vestertay. Frank McGonigle and James 
Sheady fought forty-three bloody reunds for 
a purse of $50. The real animus of the fight, 
however, Was an old and bitter grudge,growimng 
out of aqurrel abouta girl, whe toyed with 
both their hearts. Mctronigle was a young 
miner, and Sheady a blacksmith. Each 
man stripped at about 160. In the 
first round Sheady’s nose was broken, 
and ‘at the ena of the fourth round 
his face was beaten into.pulp. MeGonigle’s 
right ear was torn almost completely off by 
Sheady’s teeth, his jaw was broken, and 
altogether, he pretented quite as terrible a 
sight as his opponent. Neither man would 
give in, althouch at the thirty-fifth round, the 
secondsurged them tostop. They fought like 
tigers, and McGonigle’s torn and broken right 


hand felled his opponent to the fleor 
time after time. The forty- 
third, and last round fought, found 


Sheady in his corner, lying face downward and 
insensible, while McGonigle, who had kicked 
him there, hurriedly gathered his clothes to- 
gether and staggered out. The secondscarried 
Sheady to his bome and left him, where he 
died yesterday. Neither of them has beeu 
seen since, and the whereabouts of MeGonigle 
are also unknown.

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FRANK HUMPHREYS LODGED IN 
JAIL. 


The Story of Four Masked Men Disbelieved, and 
Bumphreys Arrested as the Principal in the 
Crime Himself—The Details ofthe Crime 
~Other News of the State—Etc. 


MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga,, March 5.—[Soecial,] 
As horrible a murder as the criminal reeords 
of Georgia contain was committed ia this 
county yesterday about sundown, in a thicket 
on George Vinson’s plantation. The terrible 
band of suspicion points to Frank Humphries, 
of this county, as the murderer. and he is now 
safely locked up in the jail in this city, having 
been arrested by Sheriff C. W. Ennis this 
afternoon on the spot where the horrible deed 
Was committed. Several witnesses were ex- 
amined by Coroner Scott and, with the excep- 
tion of having heard the gun shots, the testi- 
mony of only two of them is germane to the 
crime. 

ESTABLISHING THE CRIME. 

Mrs. Georgia Raines testified beforethe coro- 
ner tbat she spent last night at Frank Hum- 
phries’s house; that he was not there, and 
that he only came home this morning about 
breakfast time. Hewas wet and muddy, had 
blood on bis wristbands, hat and ¢irt collar, 
and that he made a statement to her, the sub- 
stance of which is given below in Frank 
Humphries’s statement. 

Frank Hympbhries himself stated tothe coro- 
ner that yesterday afternoon he went to his 
brother’s, E. J. Humphries, and asked his 
sister-in-law, Miss Carrie Raines, to go Over to 
his house, distant about two miles, and spend 
the night, as his wife was not well. It is in 
evidence that she would not consent to go un- 
less Miss Ella Humphries, a niece of Frank’s, 
would also go, as she thought Frank was drink- 
ing.

He says he fell over 
unconscious, and lay on the ground in 
that state until near morning. He says 
he dces not know what took place after he 
fell. This morning, when he went home, he 
wrote‘a note to his brother, relating the occur- 
rence,and upon his brother going to the spot, 
he found the dead bodies of the two ladies, 
dragged from the road into the woods near, 
They were both shot in the neck on the right 
side, the shot going through the right shoulder 
of Miss Raines, being badly torn up. 
A DARKER OUTRAGE HINTED AT, 

It is reported this afternoon that upon ex- 
amining the person of Miss Ella Humphries, 
plain evidences of having been outraged were 
apparent. The clothesthat Frank Humpbries 
had on yesterday could not be found this after- 
noon. This ghastly deed was committed about 
wine milesfrom here, Nine shelis, some loaded 
and some not were found on the spot of the 
crime. These belong to Frank Humphries, 
He exhibited his coat, which he said was cut 
by the men who attacked him. He is not 
bruised or burt on any part of his person, 
lar as can be seen. 

Miss Raines was about 55 yearsold, and Miss 
Humphries about 22. Frank Humphries is 
about 55 years old. Hehas always borne the 
reputation of alaw abiling, peaceable man, 
and but for the awful circumstances of this 
affair which carries surprise and horror into 
the minds of this community be would be free 
LOW. 

The accused is a well-to-do firmer, 35 years 
old, 6 feet tall and weights 140 pounds, He 
bas a wife and three children. 

HOW THE CRIME WAS COMMITTED, 

The oider lady was shot through the he v1, 
the bal! entering just below izht 
ear and = ~passiug' == through the skull. 
‘The young girl ran perhaps 
twelve feet and was shot. Her jugular vein 
was severed witha knife. She wss outraged 
He afterwards dragged the bodies into the 
thicket. He was posted in arutby the road- 
way when the shots were fired. The corpses 
presented a ghastly spectacle with their un- 
closed eyes and bloodless faces, 

This morning the prisoner is in jail and 
protests bis innocence. His eyes havea wiid 
and startled look, and there are many con- 
vincing evidences that he isthe murderer. A 
puddle of blood in the road where the young 
woman fell had been covered up with a 
man’s foot. Miss Raines’s tucking 
comb was found where she fell. Both bodies 
had false§teeth,and Miss Raines’s teeth remiin- 
ed in her month, but Miss Humphries’s teeth 
had “dropped out where she fell. The hands 
of the bodies were clinched, as they had 
struggled tor life. 

The shrewdness of the sheriff probably saved 
the prisoner from being lyxeched. Public sen- 
timent is still very strong, and further trouble 
is anticipated. It has just been proven that he 
spent the night at Ben lord’s house. ‘Tae ver- 
dict of the coroners jury has jast been mide 
public, and it says that in their opinion it is 
murder. 

The clothes that Humphries wore last night 
were not to be found, although the sheriff 
made a thorough search for them. His brogau 
shoes, covered with mud,were found concealed 
in a pile of logs at midnight. 

A TALK WITH THE PRISONER. 

THE (CONSTITUTION representative inter- 
viewed the prisoner. Hetold the same tale, 
and said that when he arrived at home he 
eried alittle when he met his wife. He says 
he changed his clothes except the two coats he 
wore, which he kept on.

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MORRIS PLEADS GUILTY

Slayers of Jasper Henderson on Trial—Ar- 
rest of a Detective. 

CLARKESVILLE, Ga., March 5.—[Special.]— 
The cage of the State vs. Bob Morris, and Do id 
and Victorine Henderson, charged with the 
murder of Jasper Henderson, was called up iu 
the superior court yesterday morning. 

The state decided to try Morris first, woo 
wade a motion to continue for the absence ot 
witnesses. After some sparring the motiou 
was overruled, and the case proceeded. With- 
out very much trouble a jury was selected, 
whose unpleasant duty it is to pass on the guilt 
or innocence of a fellow being. The jury isa 
good one, being composed of men who it is be- 
lieved will do theirsduty. The state intro- 
duced a number of witnesses, the principal 
ones being relatives of the defendant, who tes- 
tified to the defendant’s borrowing a shot gun 
on the day of the tragedy, saying he was going 
hunting, and returning it some time in the 
night, the killing having been about dusk, 
with the remark : 

“I have killed Jas. Henderson, 9 d——ras- 
cal, and don’tmind it any more than if I had 
killed a goose.” 

No one saw the killing. Mrs, Ben Dodd, 
who was sick in her house, heard the report of 
a gun and said that Harris came toher dodr 
and said he chad killed Jas. Henderson in self 
defense, 

The testimony established his guilt beyond 
any doubt; the crime being one of the darkest 
in the criminal history of our country. 

The theory of the defense was the time hon- 
ored oneof “‘self defense; but it rested solely 
on thestrength ofthe defendant's statemen’s, 
which impressed every one as being untrue. 

Morris claimed that he did it in self defense.

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Among the private papers of Mr. Thomas 
Cunningham, who was a merchant in Greens- 
boro years ago, are preserved two letters that 
are interesting on account of their age. The 
oldest of these, bearing date Savannal, No- 
versber 1], 1515, is a business letter from 
Sturges & Burroughs, cotton merchants of that 
city. The other one is from Augusta, written 
February 1, 1836, and is a reqnest for Mr. Cun- 
ningbam to hire for Hunt & Parke, contract- 
ors, for graduation on sections 33 and 36 (at 
the Sweet Water) of the (Georgia railroad, 
thirty to forty negro men.” These letters 
were written before the invention of envelopes 
and cheap postage. They antedate railroads 
and such other modern cenveniences, 

William Brown was committed to jail in 
Savannah by Magistrate Molina for being too 
much married, Brown’s case illustrated the 
idea, Which is very common among the colored 
people. that an agreement between a married 
couple to separate is ejuivalent to a divorce in 
the courts. The accused and his first wife, 
Martha, were married in March, 1-51. After 
two or three years’ separation they mutually 
agreed to relinquish all claims each upon 
the other, and to absolve all relations 
created by the marriage contract. Ejach 
reserved the right to re-marry. Four months 
ago Julia Butler became Mrs. Brown No. 2. 
When No. 1 and No.2 met on the streets the 
latter rather cut the ex-Mrs. Brown, and, 
as No. 1 thought, assumed too haughty an air. 
No. 1 brought the matter to the attention of 
the justice.and a warrant was issued for Brown 
and Julia Butler, charging them with bigamy. 
A few weeks ago Brown was arrested by a 
colored constable, but he slipped away from the 
constable, and kept out of the oflicer’s way un- 
til Tuesday when he was arrested 
by Policeman In the magistrate’s 
court Brown was confronted with two mar- 
riage certificates, both yenuiue. By way of 
defense he submitted to the justice as a legal] 
proposition that the agreement between him- 
self and No. 1 rendered null and void their 
marriage. Brown insisted that he had prece- 
dents in support of his proposition, but he was 
committed to jail, nevertheless. No. 2 stated 
that brown told her that his first wife was 
dead, but others testified that the Butler wo- 
man was informed before her marriage that No. 
1 was still alive. No.2 was also sent to jail.

The Theory That Two Negroes Committed 
the Crime.

The Banner-Watchman has always contend- 
ed that it did not believe the Mauldin boy at 
Toccoa was murdered by Fred Freeman, and 
that if Fred shot him at all ’twas an accident. 
While at a hasty glance the chain of circum- 
stancia] evidence seemed conclusive, a careful 
examination of the surroundings of the mur- 
der does away with many of the surmises. We 
learn from an authentic source 
that Major Freeman and family 
have been’ greatly annoyed by spies 
banging around their premises at night, think- 
ing that Fred might return and they could 
thus secure his blood money. Major Freeman 
has been very patient, and stood mach more 
than most men would have endured. Inti- 
mate friends of the Freemans say when the 
time comes that Fred will be brought home 
and turned over tothe legal authorities, but 
this will not be done until the excitement is 
allayed, asthe child's life would probably not 
be safe where there is somuch indignation 
against him. 

Sut in the last day or so fresh light has been 
thrown on the killing of young Mauldin, that 
has wrought a wonderful change in public 
opinion, and many believe it will result in the 
entire vindication of Fred Freeman from the 
horrible charge under which he new labors. 
Two notorious negro gamblers, who had their 
headquarters in the cabin where the murder 
took place, suddenly snd without apparent 
cause disappeared the day after the death 
of Mauldin, and wo trace of them can 
be had. It is now believed by many that 
the negroes are the real murderers 
of the child, and that the dastard- 
ly deed was committed because the dead boy 
had discovered evidence to convict them for 
vambling, and they decided it best to quietly 
put him out of the way. It is now a settled 
fact that the hogs did not sever Mauldin’s 
head from the body and remove the skin from 
the bead so nicely, but that it was the work of 
human fiends.

THE appointment of Blanche K. Bruce 
2s repwblican member of the civil service 
commission, which is Hinted at in the dis- 
patches, would be as good one as could be 
made from the republican ranks. 

Tre Lowell bill has received the approval 
of the house committee having it in charge, 
and bas been ordered reported to the house. 
Mr. Hammond, of Georgia, opposed the 
favorable report, and will probably lead the 
opposition to it in the house. 


THE Blair education bill has passed the 
senate, with but eleven dissenting votes, and 
now goes to the house forconcurrence. It 
appropriates $179,000,000 seattered over a 
series of years, toward aiding states which 
maintaid public school systems. 


GoLD shipments will continue to be made 
while European purchases are kept at the 
present figures. We are buying European 
goods freely just when Europedoes not want 
the usual quantity of our products. Gold 
has therefore to be shipped to square the ac- 
count, and American extravagance may suc- 
ceed in prolonging the period of gold exports 
far into the spring. But it will not materi- 
ally lessen our stock of gold after all. 
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GENERAL O. O. Howann, of Freedmen’s 
bureau and bank notoriety, was and is the 
senior brigadier general of the regular army, 
but in filling General Hancock’s place the 
president skipped him, and nominated Gen- 
eral Terry, who rose from the volunteer ser- 
vice. This probably indicates an intention 
to skip Howard when General Pope is re- 
tired—an event that takes place in a tew 
days. General Crook is the next brigadier 
on the list, but the president is not favorably 
inclined to him on account of his management 
of the Apaches. General Miles may there- 
fore be the coming major general. 
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Dr. Armstrong's Suspension. 
The suspension of Dr. Armstrong for five 
S$ will be received with surprise and re- 
pret. It has bect@@neradly hoped that the 
bishop would find the way clear to so modify 
the sentence, under the discretion vested in 
him, that it would not permanently disrupt 
Dr. Armstrong’s relations with his parish. A 
suspension of five years is quite as fatal a3 a 
suspension for ten years—and practically the 
sentence is laid to the extreme limit set by the 
cout. 

Those who have followed the course of this 
trial believe that Dr. Armstrong has already 
suffered beyond the demands of his indiscre- 
tion.

Making Amends. 

About two weeks ago the Cincinnati [a- 
quirer published a letter in which a certain 
copgressman and his landlady, in Washing- 
ton city, were written up ina manner ¢al- 
culated to irretrievably ruin the reputations 
of both. 

The letter was spicy. It was something 
worse, for it was filled with falsehoods, slan- 
ders and vile insinuations from beginning to 
end. Fortunately the lady had friends. 
They rallied in her defense, and on Thurs- 
day last the Enquirer made an editorial 
apology. It stated that its correspondent 
“‘was imposed upon by a woman keeping a 
rival boarding house,’’ and that after due 
investigation it was clearly apparent that 
the lady was ‘‘above reproach.’’ 

The Enquirer deserves credit for its en- 
deavor to repair the injury done to a help- 
less woman. But when the extent of the 
miscbief is considered, the reparation seems 
hopelessly inadequate. Itis difficult fora 
paper to guard against imposition, but mach 
trouble may be avoided by employing dis- 
creet editors, and correspondents who are 
neither irresponsible liars nor credulous 
idiots ready to be stuffed with any mon- 
strous tale that is related in their hearing. 
By observing these simple precautions a 
newspaper can generally steer clear of such 
ug)y mistakes as our Cincinnati contem por- 
ary hasmade. Inno other way ean jour- 
palism be made honest, clean and worthy of 
respect. 


Very Ungentlemanly. 

As azule Mexican highwaymen are mod- 
els of courtesy. They rob a traveler, hand 
him a cigar, invoke the blessings of heaven 
upon him, and then with an ‘‘ Adios, Senor,”’ 
and a graceful salutation, they take their 
departure, 

But it is to be feared that these pictur- 
esque knights of the road are dlegenerating. 
Recently several of them stopped a stage 
near Chihuahua. There were four passen- 
gers, three elegant young gentlemen and a

pretty young lady, from Boston. The rob- | 


bers took all the valuables they could find 
and then stripped the travelers of all their 
clothing, leaving ‘them not so much asa 
ribbon or a shce-string for covering. Out of 
consideration for the young lady from Bos- 
ton, who had emphatically expressed her 
opinion as to the impropriety of the affair, 
the outlaws presented their victims with a 
sheet and left them to finish their journey 
in the stage. 

Under these horrible circumstances the 
four wilted tourists rode on, using the sheet 
for a common lap robe. The embarrassment 
of their entrance into Chihuahua, in broad 
daylight, is too painfnl for description. 
Blankets were brought to the stage, and one 
by one the passengers were rapidly hustled 
into the hotel. They declined to be inter- 
viewed, and at last accounts the fair boston- 
ian was still in a state of speechless indigua- 
tion. 

It is greatly to the credit of the citizens of 
Chihuahua that they denounce the outrage. 
The mayor of the town called on the suffer- 
ers, and told them that he did not hesitate 
to pronounce the conduct of the highway- 
men ungentlemanly in the extreme. With 
this handsome apology, it is to be hoped 
that everything will again be serene. It is 
all that could be expected from the Mexican 
authorities in the way of reparation. 

nT CePA Te 
Our Ocean Mails. 

The minority report of the committee on 
postoflices and postroads ought to receive 
the careful consideration of the democratic 
majority in the house of representatives. 
The majority of that committee reported 
favorably a bill to compe! American steam- 
ships to carry the United States mails, and 
the minority dissent from the conclusions of 
that report. In considering this matter, the 
democrats of the house ought to lose sight 
of the fact that the steamship companies 
have been engaged ip an eflort to secure 
subsidies trom congress. Though they have 
engaged in that business with considerable 
energy. thev have failed, and failed mosi 
signally, tocarry their point. We are of 
the opinion that their defeat is sufficient 
punishment. The postmaster general has 
practically whipped them out, but not with- 
ont putting the commercial correspondence 
of the country to considerable inconvenience. 
We may remark. however, that the incon- 
venience is practically nothing in compari- 
son with the principle involved. 

But the postmaster general has had his 
victory, andjthere is no need of following it 
up with oppressive legislation. The sub- 
sidists have been§ defeated, and there is 
nothing more to be said§in favor of them ; 
but it should be borne in mind that Ameri- 
can steamships are as much entitled to fair 
compensation for carrying the mails as 
American railroads. A great many railroads 
have, at various times, refused to carry the 
United States mails on account of the small 
compensation. What was the result? Did 
the postoffice and postroads committee formu- 
latea billto compel the roadsto carry the 
mails? Notat all. When the matter was 
brought tothe attention of the postmaster 
general, there was always some arrangement 
—some compromise—made ; there was a ‘‘re- 
weighing”’ of matter and additional com pen- 
sition given. 

The majority bill, which is aimed at 
American steamships, was no doubt prepared 
under the direction of Postmaster-General 
Vilas when he was smarting under the oppo- 
sition of the steamship lines; but the meas- 
ure is un-American and obnoxious. Ii the 
railroads are entitled to fair play, the steam- 
ship lines are entitled to fair play. One is no 
better than the other, and one is just as much 
entitled to compensation as the other. The 
majority report of the committee should be 
so amended astodo justice tothe steamship 
lines, 
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_The Psycho-Elcetrit Spark. 

There is a good deal more going on in cul- 
tured American soviety than casual observers 
are aware of. Our great men are progressing. 
What may be called the manifestations of 
spiritual dynamics appear to be of common 
occurrence. All this developmenf is going 
on north of Mason and Dixon’sline. It isa 
development of the psycho-electric forces 
that have heretofore lain dormant in the ha- 
man. Asan evidence of this we invite the 
reader’s attention to the following robust 
paragraph from the pen of Mr. George Altred 
Townsend, the well known newspaper cor- 
respondent: 

While I am in Washington I take men as th 
come, and therefore | ran upon Senator Stanford 
of California, again for half an hour. AsIslioo& 
hands with him he said: ‘Did you feel a spark g> 
from you to me? I felt it distinctly, and mention 
it because on the Pacific coast we never have those 
electrical manifestations, and I have not seen tlie 
northern lights in forty years, which I 
when a boy in New York.’ I told the governor 
that, either by walking around over woolen fioors 
or from some other reason, sparks would fly out of 
me at home, almost every time I touched a gas 
bracket or a brass knob on a door. 

Such a contession as this, delivered in 
broad daylight is worth considering. Mr. 
Townsend not only ran upon Stantord, hat 
paralyzed him by firing an electric spark 
into him atshort range. We judge from the 
paragraph that Stanford was not hit below 
the water-line, for he still survives and was 
well enough at the time to make inquiries as 
to the nature of his wound. It is. evident 
from what Townsend says, that the spark 
was fired into Stanford inadvertently, and 
without malice aforethought. 

But suppose, for instance, that Townsend 
had had a grudge against Stanford, isn’t it 
possible that he could have so concentrated 
his psycho-electric force as to fire a double- 
barre] spark into the California senator and 
thus, in the twinkling of an eye, put an end 
to his usefulness? For, observe what Town- 
send says. Owing to the fact that he walks, 
when at home, over woolen goods, he is en- 
abled, when the occasion demands it, to fire 
a spark in a gas-bracket or into the brass 
knob of a door. 

There can be nodonubt that Stanford was 
astonished, and very properly so. He ex- 
cused his trepidation on the ground that he 
had not seenthe northern lights for forty 
years. He felt the Gath-electric spark, and 
that seemed to amply repay him, for after he 
had somewhat recovered he probably felt 
better. Readiog between the lines, and 
smelling a cocktail here and there, we can 
readily understand how jovial Stanford telt 
atter he had recovered from the spark, and 
how genial Townsend felt atter he had recov- 
ered from its ‘‘emittance.”’ 

Itis alittle singular, everything consider- 
ed, that Mr. Edison, with all his electric 
talents, bas never been able to equal George 
Alfred Townsend in firing sparks into people 
and things. Probably this is because Edison 
is deficient is culture and natural mafnet- 


ism—or the lack of this inestimable gift may | 


grow cout of the fact that Edison is not a news- 
paper correspondent. If thisis the case, we 
may augur somewhat boldly for the future. 
We predict that the time will come when 
every well-regulated newspaper will have a 
correspondent as electric as George Alired 
Townsend, capable of overpowering distin- 
goished men witha spark, or, by way of re- 
creation, of firing aspark into his own brass 
and bric-a-brac for the good of his own pro,’ 
fession. 
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Local Option in Mississippi. 

The Mississippi house by a vote of 71 to 34 
passed a local option bill, and it will soon go 
into operation. The main features of the 
bill are these: An election in a county is to 
be ordered and conducted by the board of 
supervisors. Each county is to yote on the 
liquor question every two years. I/ an elec- 
tion results in favor of prohibition, the judg- 
ment of the people is final for two years; but 
if the election goes ‘‘wet’’ then an applicant 
for a license must present a petition signed 
by twenty-five tax-payersof his town or dis- 
trict, and this petition is to be placed on file 
thirty days in order to let the people of the 
town or district file a counter petition. Ifa 
majority of the voters sign the counter peti- 
tion, no license shali be granted. 

A very strong fight was made over the last 
named proposition, the speakers generally 
taking the ground that the decision of the 
people at the ballot box should he fully re- 
spected. As the law was passed there is 
local option first by counties, «nd then by 
towns and districts. Between the two the 
troubles of the liquor seller will not be puar- 
ticularly light. ‘The amendment permitting 
towns and districts to adopt prohibition 
after the county has refused to «lo so, was 
adopted by the vote of 57 to 49. The dis- 
cussion throughout the consideration of the 
bill was free but courteous, and the state 
papers say there was an evident sincerity of 
purpose on the part of al! who participated 
in the debate. 
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State Savings Banks. 

The report of the superintendent of the 
banking department of the state of New 
York should be placed in the hands of every 
legislator of this state. It shows at a glance 
what small savings become under a carefully- 
guarded banking system. New York hasa 
general savings bank law, and any commun- 
ity in the state that complies with the terms 
of the law can have the benetit of a savings 
bank. 

At the end of the past year there were 
1,208,072 depositors in the New York savings 
banks. These depositors had increased in 
number, during the year, 42,398, They held 
on January 1, 1X86 the sum of $457,050,250 
—more than one-third more than the prop- 
erty of Georgia is valued at for the purposes 
of taxation. Each depositor had on the aver- 
age $375.14. To show how rapidly thesystem 
is growing, it should be stated that the num- 
ber of depositors is annually increasing, the 
average amount of each account is also in- 
creasing, and the increase last year in the 
aggregate deposits was 3$19,942,749—more 
than the valuation of any county in this 
state, Fulton alone excepted. 

These banks are safely and economically 
conducted. No depositor suifered @ loss 
during the year; and there was paid or 
credited to depositors during the year the 
very considerable sum of $15,151,979. The 
total cost of conducting these banks during 
the year was $1,540,161. Some of them, it 
should be remembered, are heavy institutions 
in the city of New York, where bank ex- 


penses are by no means low. The average __ 


cost of the care of each account_jp-7885 was 
$1.27. Forty banks paid-foar per cent dur- 
ing the year; oiie small bank paid 4} per 
cent; aud seventeen paid 3! per cent.

A Large Cotton Warehouse 
The Losses, 

MoONTBGOMERY, Ala., March 
This city was visited today by a destructive 
fire, which came near proving one of the most 
dangerous that ever visited this city. It broke 
out about 1 o’clock this afternoon, and de- 
stoyed the northern half of the warehouse, 
covering a block, and between three thousand 
and thirty-five hundred bales of cotton. The 
fire walland fire departinent together saved 
the other half of the building and as many 
more bales of cotton. The building belonged 
to Lehman, Durr & Co., of this city, and the 
cotton tonumerous owners. The total loss is 
fully $150,000. 

The insurance is as follows: Capitol City 
company of Montgomery, $10,000. London 
and Lancashire, $12,500. Royal, $15,000; North 
British, $10,000; Capital City, Montgomery, re- 
insured $22,500; Hartford Fire, $20,000; Plan- 
ter’s and Merchant’s, of Mobile,j$20,000; Capi- 
tol City of Selma, $10,000; Commercial, of 
Montgomery, $5,000; Imperial, $25,000; North- 
ern, $5,000. Total insurance $150,000, 

Some bales of cotton not covered by insur- 
ance at all, probably $-00 worth is a dead loss. 

The saddest feature of the fire was the pain- 
ful accident that befell Rev. Dr. O. R. Blue, a 
prominent citizen of Montgomery. He went 
to warn the firemen that one of the outer 
walls was about to fall, and did fall, and Dr. 
Blue, a hero, wasthe sufferer. He was caught 
by the falling bricks and timbers. His inju- 
ries are painful and severe, but not serious. 
The fire is thoroughly under control. The 
bales of cotton are still burning, but no dan- 
ger of an outbreak is felt. The fire is sup- 
posed to be the work of an incendiary. A few 
nights ago the police ran some unknown per- 
son out of the warehouse, but failed to capture 
him. That the fire was the work of an incen- 
diary is the natural conclusion. It is impos- 
sible to ascertain the names of the losers.

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OUR NAVAL AFFAIRS. 


The Coast Cities Now at the Mercy of a 


Foreign Foe. 
WASHINGTON, March 5.—The house com- 
mittee on naval affairs has completed its re- 
port to accompany the bill providing for an 
increase of the naval sutnbitblenand, It points 
out that the geographical situation of the 
United State:;, and the relations 
this country bears to the other 
great wpatious are peculiar. The Unitei 
States has no rival in ths 
western continent, and it justly feels secure 
against any attack an enemy might make on it 
by lend. But it was without adequate means of 
deferding its foreign or coastwise commerce, 
and the cities scattered along the line of ser 
coast were absolutely at the mercy of any sec: 
ond rate naval power of the world. 
There is not a town or city along our whole 
coast from which tribute could not be sucvess - 
fully exacted by any modern fieet. The fv - 
lowing is a statement of the destructible prop 
erty subjcct to the fire of an enemy’s g1n4, 
teken f.om a paper by Lieutenant Griffin, of 
the United States army: Portland, Maine, $35,- 
000,000; Boston $171,000,000; New York 31,854,- 
0C0,000; Jersey City $113,000,000; Philadelphia 
$7 *9,000,000: Baltimore £219,000,000; New Or- 
leans £176,000,000; San Francisco $180,000,000. 
This listomits all mention of Wilmington, 
Charleston, Savannau, Jacksonville, Mobile 
and the entire Texas coast. 

After describing minutely the defenceless 
condition of our coast, the report says: 

We are so os ee tee your committee would 
hesitate to publish the facttothe world, were it 
not already everywhere else better known than to 
the people of America. Every great naval pewer 
is providing itself with a fleet of steel vessels to 
cruise against anenemy’s commerce. While ex 
cluding six cruisers now building, the navy of the 
United “tates instead of keeping 
with the world, is not equal 
our navy of 1860. The coniunittee, therefore, have 
ing first decided that the government should take 
steps at once for the construction of a moderate 
number of modern vessels, with arma- 
ments of the most approved type, set 
themselves at work to decide what type 
of vessels should be recommended to the house. 
These are two armored cruising aud battle ships of 
6,000 to 8,000 tons; three armored cruisers, of 5,000 to 
1,0¢0 tons, having a speed of nineteen and a half 
knots, and one torpedo catcher, and four torpedo 
boats, of 1,200 to 1,700 tons. All of these vessels to 
be of domestic manufacture, and to be of steel.

THE PURCHASEOF SILVER. 


The Commission Bavs Less Thanthe Usual 
(huantity. 

WASHINGTON, March 5.—During the month 
of February, the secretary purchased 1,450,000 
ounces of silver for coinage 
nto standard dollars, being about 59),- 
OCO less than the usual monthly purchase. It 
is explained at the department that the 
amount of silver fell short because no more 
was offered at the market rates. The price was 
higher owing to the increased expenses of 
transportation during the bad weather, which 
prevailed during the month. There was, how- 
ever, suflicient bullion on hand to allow the 
coinage of dollars to the minimum limit. 
These silver purchases are made semi-week ly. 
A commission, consisting of Assistant Secreta- 
ry Fairchild, Mr. Kimball, director of the 
mint, and Treasurer Jordan, considers the 
bids received, and report to the secretary tho 
advisability of their acceptance. A division 
of sentiment has prevailed for several weeks 
past among the members of the commission 
as to the legality of the purchases in uestion. 
Treasurer Jordan holds that there should be 
a specific appropriation for such 
purchases, and in the absence of 
such appropriation, invariably recommends 
rejection of all the bids received. Two other 
members of the commission hold that the coin- 
age act requiring the purchase of bullion, and 
the coinage of not less than two millions in 
staudard dollars in each month, is in the na- 
ture of a permanent appropriation, and con- 
fers full authority in the premises. The re- 
sult has been that for several weeks past the 
secretary has received two reports on the sub- 
ject, a majority report recommend- 
ing acceptance of the lewest 
bids received, and «a minority report 
recommending the rejection of all the bills. 
The secretary has, in each instance, approved 
the majority report, and directed that silver 
be purchased in accordance therewith. Had 
he acted in accordance with the recommenda- 
tionsof Treasurer Jordan, no silver would 
bave been purchased, and the coinage of stan4d- 
ard dollars to the limit provided by law would 
have been practically suspended.

THE LOWELL BANKRUPTCY BILL. 


To Be Reported Favorably to the House by 
the Committee, 


WASHINGTON, March 5.—The house commit- 
tec on judiciary today resolved to report the 
Lowell bankruptcy bill to the house one week 
from Thursday next. There was considerable 
diversity of opinion among the committee as to 
the form of bill to be reported. The vote stood 
8 to7 in favor of reporting the Lowell bill, 
but at least one of the affirmative votes was 
cast solely from a desire to have the general 
subject discussed in the house. The order to 
report the measure a week from next Thurs- 
day, was made to give the minority 
an opportunity to -prepare a substitute. Im- 
portant amendments to the bill made by the 
committee are as follows: A provision for the 
appointment of nine supervisors is stricken 
out; the clause providing that a debtor whose 
commercial paper is thirty days past due shall 
be placed. in inyoluntary bankruptcy, is 
also stricken out. The friends 
of the bill regard this provision 
as of the most importance, and made a strong 
but unavailing effort to have it retained. A 
provision is added to the clause, requiring 
creditors to give bond upon the issue, at their 
request, of a warrant for the arrest of a debtor, 
allowing the debtor to recoverexemplary dam- 
ages in cases where the warrant is procured 
without probable cause, orthrough malice. A 
clause is also added to the effect that neither 
wife nor attorney nor debtor shall be required, 
upon examination, to disclose any communi- 
cation made to them by the debtor, which is 
protected as confidential by the practices of 
common law.

RUN TOGETHER. 


TWO FREIGHT TRAINS ON THER. & 
D. COLLIDE. 


A Freight Train Travelling in Two Sections, Meets 
With en Accident—The First Section Runs 
Over a Cow,and then Breaks in Two- 

The Engine Splits the Cab Open. 


Two sections of a freight train went togeth- 
er on the Air-Line road just above Gaixesville 
late last night. 

Three men were injured in the collision — 
two seriously and one slightly. 

Freight train No. 19 left Atlanta yesterday 
in several sections. Each section was in charge 
of men competent to take care of it, and with- 
out accident or incident the trains reached 
Gainesville. The first two sections of th« 
train ulled away from Gainesville 
on schedule time after dark, the 
second section being only a few minutes be- 
hind the first section. Three miles beyond 
Gainesvile the first section ran over a calf, 
which caused a halt. The men with the train, 
however, cleared the track of the carcass, and 
in a few seconds the engineer 
gave his engine the reins and 
started off. His train, however, was a long 
heavy one. It was starting ona heavy up 
grade when the calf was killed, and the engi 
neer found it necessary to give his engine full 
steam in order to move thetrain. Finally, 
after many a puff and groan, the engine stari- 
ed to roll away, and thetrain followed. Th> 
grade was heavy and the load was more thin 
the engine could carry, and a conpling link 
gave Way between twocars. Then the engiue 
moved off casily, while the disconnected cars 
stood up on the track. 

Soon after the cars of the first section parted 
the second section of the train approached the 
curve, around which the accident had ha)p- 
pened. Engineer Mayfield, who was in ti» 
engine of the second section, kuew nothing o! 
the accident to the first section, and with «4 
light heart gave his engine full steam as he 
startcd up the grade. The engine responde! 
to the call made upon it, and witb a bound 
went round the curve. Just a5 
the engine rounded the curve Engineer May- 
field saw the lamps on the rear end of the Jca) 
in front of him and for the first time kaew 
that his track was occupied. He reversed his 
engine and called for breaks but it was too 
late to avoid the collision and in 
a second the cab. of the first 
section bad been split wide 
open by the engine of the second section. 
When the engine ran into the cab the steam 
escaped and this with the crash made by the 
spliting timbers awoke the hills. The collis- 
sion extinguished all the lightsin the cal aud 
on the engine and when the two trains came 
to a stand still everything 
was in darkness. The train 
meu, however, quickly produced lights, and 
then it was ascertained that Engineer Mayfield 
and his firemen and Conductor Lee, of the first 
section, had been hurt. Just as the engine 
struck the cab the fireman jumped off the 
engine .and was-terribly bruised and hurt 
by his fall. Conductor Lee, who was on 
his cab, was thrown violently against 
the front end, and was considerably 
bruised but not seriously hurt. Engineer May- 
fieid staid on his engine, and with it went into 
the cab, The escaping steam scalded. him se- 
verely, and persons who came down the road 
after the accident say that he was seriously and 
probably fatally injured, 

The engine and_ several cars = on 
both trains were terribly broken 
up and the track was so -ompletely blockaded 
that passenger trains have not yet passed. The 
passengers due here last mjght at ten were 
travsferred from the trai upon which they 
caiwe Gown while the passengers who left here 
on the train yesterday afternoon were com- 
pelled to walk around the wreck. The colli- 
sion caused the delay of the passenger train 
until midnight. 

he first information of the accident reachi- 
ed the city this morning at one o’clock, when 
the delayed passenger train arrived and was 
given out by passengers. The railroad men, 
however, declined to talk about the accident 
further thar to admit that it had occurred. 
They also say that the engineer was not half so 
seriously hurt as reported. The officials of the 
road cannot be seen, and the employes are 
not allowed to talk.

BURNETT NOT GUILTY. 


THE COLORED EDITOR WHO AT- 
TACKED RHODES’S CHARACTER. 


A Review of the Case and Evidence, Together with 
the Reason of the Bill for Crimina] Libel Being 
Found—The Jury Only Out Three Min- 
utes Before Making a Verdict. 


A. W. Burnett was found not guilty of crim- 
ipa) libel in the city court yesterday. 

It just took the jury three minutes to arrive 
at that conclusion. 

Burnett is the colored editorand manager of 
the Defiance, and in an issue several months 
ago, in speaking of Mr. A.G. Rhodes’ subscrip- 
tion to the fund for building the Young Men’s 
Christian association building, he said he 
guessed Rhodes was trying 

TO ATONE FOR HISSINS 
in robbing the poor negroes of their money by 
selling them furniture at an enormous profit. 
He advised the negroes to let Rhodes and his 
furniture alone, and trade with an honest man 
like P. H. Snook, who would treat them right. 

The paragraph was a caustic one, and re- 
flected severely on Mr. Rhodes’s character, and 
was calculated to do his business a serious in- 
jury. 

Mr. Rhodes went before the grand jury and 
cneceeded in getting a true bill against the 
colored editor for criminal libel. 

Pledger, who is the main stay of the De- 
fiance, went toMr. Rhodes and told him that 
if he would drop the case, the paper was will- 
ing to state that their criticism had been a lit- 
tle too severe. Mr. Rhodes told him that if he 
would plead guilty he would get the judge to 
fine him one dollar.

it, and the case was allowed to proceed. Pled- 
ger had had some experience in this line with 
Colonel G. W. Adair.

Witnesses were placed uponthe stand to im- 
peach the evidence of the witnesses for Bur- 
nett, but in this they failed. 

Theargument began at half past eleven 
o'clock and the case was given tothe jury at 
half past three. The charge of the judge was: 

FULL, CLEAR AND EXPLICIT, 
and several legal gentlemen remarked that it 
was one of the best charges ever delivered by 
any judge. As before stated the jury was only 
cutthree minutes, when they returned with a 
verdict of not guilty, which announcement 
caused a storm of applause from the large 
crowd of colored people in the courtroom. 
During the three day’s trial Bishop Turner has 
been a constant spectator.

letter has been auswered 
is anticipted in aie few j 

Gartrell & Ladsden when approached concerning 
the matter are reticent. However, they have said 
enovgh to induce the belief that the waiter of the 
latter Las said that Weaver wasin Chattanoogaa 
few days ago and that he Within three 
hundred miles of Atlanta. 

Mrs. Weaver has returned to her home in Indian- 
apolis and has been interviewed by the Indianapo- 
lis News. The News in discussing the matter saya 
that Weaver had been engaged in the undertaking 
business in that place and had acquired considera- 
ble means. He owned two pieces of property, and 
he and his wife and three « fildren lived in good 
style at 134 West First street. Several years ago he 
became on unduly intimate terms with Mrs. Wil- 
liam Eden, asa result of which Eden called at his 
house one night.called him out and shot him inthe 
neck. Weaver recovered from the wound and went 
to Texas, taking with bim about $s,000 in cash. The 
Eden women joined him there, and they lived to- 
gether as husband and wife, underthe name of * Mr 
and Mrs. James W. Pierce.”’ Their relations were 
disturbed very seriously, however, by Mrs. Weaver, 
who had them arrested and fined $1,000. This was 
in August, 1584, and since then she had heard from 
him only once, and that indirectly, by a letter writ- 
ten to her father. 

In discussing the case Mrs. Weaver said to the 
News reporter: 

“It was my intention to bring the body home 
for burial] until I was stopped by an injunction, 
and in connection with this comes the other side 
of the case. Shortly atterthe accident, a young 
man came to Atlanta and said he was the son of 
James W. Pierce, acattle raiserof Texas, and he 
bad reason to believe that his father was killed in 
the wreck. He examined the body but did not pos- 
itively identify it as his father: in fact, did not 
even say whether he thought it was. He had it 
taken out of a temporary grave, however, 
and buried: AfterI got there, a woman, who said 
she was Mrs. Pierce, came also and laid claim to 
the body as that of her husband, and then our trou- 
bles began. I sent for Dr. Henthorn of this city, a 
neighbor of ours, who dressed Weaver's wound 
when he was shot, and he positively identified the 
body asthat of my husband. So did Dr. Clark, an- 
other acquaintance; Dr. Wilson, formerly of tiie 
surgical institute here, but now in Atlanta, and a 
Miss Long, who had boarded at Weaver's hotel 
at Fort Worth. Mrs. Pierce brought 
injunction preceedings to prevent me from taking 
the body away, and she brought all kinds of evi 
dence to prove thatit was her husband and not 
my husband. The strangest thing about it all is 
that she sostrongly resembles Mrs. Eden that a 
numberof people who knew the latter thought 
she was the same person: but she was not. she 
was there with meney, influence and many 
friends, and] hadn't much of either. Her swit- 

sses traced Pierce’s history clear back 

te1-€9, and I must admit that they made a 

very plausible case, but I feel sure that it 

wasall alie. If sucha man as J. W. {Pierce 
r lived there and had a wife and family, he was 
killed in that wreck, for that was 

Jim Weaver. One of them is dead and the 

other hiaing, but which is which will [be lett for

Armstrong’s Christian character, and sincerely 
regret that his appeal has been so summarily 
ignored. None of them were ready to express 
an opinion as totheir future course.

THE DECISION OF THE COURT. 

As is well known, the ecclesiastical court sat 
with closed doors, and the whole proceedings 
have been characterized by great privacy. ‘The 
charges and specifications have never been 
published before today, and neither has the fall 
decision of the court. Below is the dezision 
of the court, ard by comparing it with the 
specification it can be seen exactly what the 
court adjudged Dr. Armstrong guilty of: 
VERDICT AND JUDGMENT IN RE REY. J. G. 

STRONG, D. D. 

“We, the court, selected under the provisions of 
Canon Dew of the diocese of (reorgia, to try the 
Rev. J. G. Armstrong, D. D., for the violation of 
his ordination vow, heving duly considered the 
foregoing testimony do adjudge the Rey. J. G. Arm- 
strong, D. D., as follows: 

Of the first specitication under the first charge— 
“Not guilty.” 

Of the second specification under the first charge 
—“Guilty.”’ 

Of the third specification under the first charge

This decision of the court was presented to 
Bishop Beckwith on the 4th of February. The

The answer 
of Dr. Armstrong was made on the morning 
of the 19th.

THE UNCLE’S STATEMENT. 

The statement. of Dr. Armstrong’s uncle, 
Mr. Rainey Armstrong, taken at Stanley, in 
the county of Hundry, in thedominion of Can- 
ada, on the 15th day of February, of this year, 
and submitted with the new evidence, says:

NO FORMAL MEETING. 

There was no formal meeting of the vestry 
of St. Philip's last night, but all the members 
of the vestry who had heard of the bishop's 
decree called at the rectory last night and as- 
sured Dr. Armstrong of their confidence in him 
and their sympathy for bim.
